OK-- here goes. The call was held by a fellow named Noble Watson. I first learned 
about him when an article appeared in CQ magazine about him. The year was 1957, I 
believe. He owned a motel in Kokomo, Indiana called the CQ motel. Behind the motel 
stood a windmill type tower with a home made, four element, wide spaced 20 meter yagi, 
a very large antenna for 1957. But the antenna was unlike anything commonly seen or 
used on the ham bands. The boom was a catwalk, with a truss on both sides. The 
elements were mounted on the catwalk. Noble would climb the tower, then walk out on 
the boom and adjust the elements for best performance. 


Four years later, I was in my 2nd year of EE school and I had a girlfriend who lived 
in Indianapolis, IN. I lived in Columbus, 45 miles South. Noble, by that time, had 
moved to Whiteland, In. His house , with the large antenna, stood along US 31 which 
was the main road between Columbus and Indianapolis. I would see it as I drove to see 
my girl every weekend that Summer. 


One day I stopped and knocked on the door. He answered and I introduced myself. He 
invited me into the shack. It was like being in the communications center for the world. 
He had all home brew equipment, neatly built into six foot rack panel cabinets. The 
receiver was tuned to 20 meter CW. I was awestruck. The signals from the speaker we 
loud and many in number. As I automatically started copying them in my head as we 
stood there, I suddenly realized that they are all Europeans. I had never heard anything 
like that on any of my antennas or receiver. Obviously, it made an impression on me as I 
am still able to relate the story 58 years later. 


BTW, I am married to that girlfriend and have been for more than 55 years now. She is 
still my girlfriend! 


I hope you enjoyed the story. I enjoyed telling it.
